SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: APRIL, 1966 


RAINFALL: During April, 1966, above-normal falls were recorded in Southern, Western and Central Plateau areas and on 
Flinders Island. Departures ranged from over 30% on Flinders Island, in the Derwent valley and on the West Coast to 20% on the 
Central Plateau and 18% in the South East. Negative departures were recorded from 33% in the North, through 21% in the Midlands 
to 12% on the East Coast. Falls on King Island were only 8% below normal. 


Temperature: Below normal mean temperatures were recorded in all inland areas, the central north and north-west coasts, 
and the greater part of the east coast. Negative departures were generally less than 1°, except for the north-west highlands and through 
to the coast near Devonport, where departures were just over 2°. Above normal readings were confined to the extreme north-east 
coast and islands, the west coast and King Island, and the south-east corners of the Derwent and Huon valleys. Positive departures 
were all less than 1°. Maximum temperature for the month was 85° at Kingston on the Ist and the minimum of 21° was at Mt. Barrow 
on the 6th and 23rd. 


Rural Conditions: Frosts and limited rainfall restricted the growth of pastures in the north, but generally milder temperatures 
and better rainfall in the south stimulated growth. Progress of established forage crops throughout the state was excellent, and 
cereals were sown in ideal conditions. Lambing began favourably on Flinders Island and in the early lambing districts in the south, 
although some flocks in the south will be up to a month later than usual. All classes of stock were reported generally in satisfactory 
condition,
